The suggestion made recently that 


the name of the Philippine Islands be 


" changed to the "McKinley Islands" is 


being pushed by some well-known peo- 
ple in this country, and there is a well 
' defined movement on foot to have the 


change made. The object is to pay 
tribute to the memory of the deceased 
president and to maintain the islands 
as a lasting monument to his name 
and fame. But to change the name of 
the Philippines thus would be a depar- 
ture from our obligations to history - 
The suggestion is not a good one. It 
has been further suggested that the 
names of the different islands of the 
group be changed to American titles, 
and thus a complete change be made. 
Those "who would do this thing are 
hasty. McKinley, if here in the flesh, 
would be the first to oppose such a 
thing. It would not be in keeping with 
his dignity. He would consider such a 
change in the name of the islands as a 
childish thing. . 


To do this would not add to McKin- 


167*8 fame. 
The change in the name 


of the islands could add nothing to his 
honor. The present name is not un- 
couth, and the people of the archipel- 
ago treasure the name as one of the 
most beautiful and sweet sounding in 
existence. 


The name Philippines is as dear to 


the Filipino patriot as is the name 
America to the American patriot. 
Why deprive him of it? Would McKin- 
ley urge that this treasured name be 
taken from them? Most .surely he 
would not. 


The origin of the name bears no fig- 


it just that the name be taken fnra- 
them? If the United States deprives 
the Filipinos of their 
government, 


must they also take away their name? 
Would it sound well to transform the 
name of Filipino to McKinleyite? 


Let the Filipinos at least enjoy the'r 


name—let them retain this remnant 
of their islands—and when later they 
enjoy the "good 
government" our 


statesmen have been so anxious to 
shoot into them and thrust at them on 
the point of the bayonet, let them also 
have the pleasure 
of knowing that 


they are yet living in the 'PhiJ;ppine 
Islands," and that the name they love 
so dearly still marks their native land/ 


What a howl there would be if some 


of our cherished 
American historic 


names should be changed. Wo cher- 
ish the old Indian names. They' irri- 
tate the jaw in their pronunciation, 
but they please us when we hear 'htm 
properly used. 
The name Louisiana 


is retained from 
the 
Louisiana pur- 


chase. It was not changed to Jeffer- 
son. The name of Monroe was not giv- 
en to Florida. Texas was not changed 
to Polk. Neither was California, Ari- 
zona or New Mexico. Not any of the 
vast territory acquired by the Mexican 
war retains the name of the man who 
was then President 
of the TJnitovl 


States—other than an occasional coun- 
ty. It has not been the custom of our 
government to change the name of ac- 
quired territory to honor the Presi- 
dent in office at the time of it.s acqui- 
sition.

of any naval officer in such terms, 
and declined to have anything further 
totio-vrith the proofs.-

"Admiral Sampson's secretary, im- 


pressed with the great desirability of 
having the statements of facts accu- 
rate, and not believing that he was in 
any way responsible for the state- 
ments of opinions, did on his owa ac 
count compare the book with the rec- 
ords and make on the margins a num- 
ber of corrections. As these were in 
the same handwriting as those made 
when Admiral Sampson waa givinj 
his personal attention to the correc- 
tions, Mr Maelay was perfectly justi- 
fied in his statement. 
The order of 


the secretary of the navy forbidding 
naval officers to make any statement 
for publication regarding this contro- 
versy, issued immediately after this 
interview, prevented the above correc- 
tion being oflicially made." 


PRAISE FOR SCHLEY. 


Comm 
_-. Hodgson Concludes Hie 


Testimony—Other Witnesses. 


Washington,_Oct. 8.—In the Schley 


court oi inquiry Commander Hodgson 
again occupied the greater part of the 
session as a witness. He was followed 
on the stand by Captain W. M. Folgar 
formerly chief of the bureau of ord 
nance of the navy department, but 
commander of the New Orleans dur 
ing the Spanish war Lieutenant Dy- 
eon also was recalled to add some de- 
tails to his former testimony concern- 
ing the coal supply of the American 
fleet at the Santiago blockade. 


Commander Hodgson repeated and 


extended his story of the battle of 
July 3, giving the opinion that Com- 
modore Schley's conduct on that oc- 
casion was such as that of a comman- 
der-m-chief should have been. 
He 


also explained at some length his cor- 
respondence with Admiral Schley con- 
cerning the alleged colloquy between 
them while the Santiago engagement 
was in progress. He said he had had 
no controversy with the commodore, 
but repeated that the commodore nad 
said "Damn the Texas" when told that 
that vessel was in danger 


Captain Folger said that the bom- 


bardments of the Cristobal Colon on 
May 31 had been eminently successful 
in developing the strength of the 
Spanish 
shore batteries, and had 


shown them to be very weak. He also 
said that if the Spanish vessels had 
attempted to escape at night they 
could not have been seen by the block- 
ading fleet in bad weather. 


Lieutenant C. W. Dyson testified 


concerning 
the coal supply of the 


boats on May 26, the day the retro- 
grade movement toward Key West 
was begun. He said in reply*to ques- 
tions that no battleship could travel 
for more than eight to 12 hours on 
forced draught, and that on the day 
of the battle of Santiago the flagship j 
New York had all her boilers on and I 
was making 17 knots, but that neither j 
Brooklyn nor the Oregoa made full ( 
speed on that occasion, their maxi- 
mum for the day. being 14 or 15 knots.
